Ia’a speech given before the Haron was sufficient to justify the building of

sociation last week. Mr J. R. Love 
fully stressed the very urgent need of 
a trans-Canada highway which wil' 
pass through Wainwright. The. speak 
er pointed out the importance of such 
a highway in bringing tourlste 
through the province by the shortest 
and most direct route (and one, witha' 
that would bring to the attention of 
all travellers the importance of centra' 
Alberta’s wonderful oilfield the Nat- 
tional Buffalo park and eastern lake 
scenery); and those who were privileg 
ed to hear him fully agreed with the 
points brought out 

Mr Love stated that in our park 
a national park, maintained by the Do- 
minion government can be seen, in ad 
dition to elk, deer, and other native 
animals of \Canada, there can be view 
ed the largest herd of buffalo in the 
world. The park takes in some 144 
square miles of territory, and thous- 
ands upon thousands of buffalo roam 
its precincts as they did in the days 
when this’ noble animal was monarck 
of the plains. The park, which hag cost 
the people many, many thousands: of 
dollars, was of national importance 
and it was equally important that the 
taxpayers whose money has been put 
into-the upkeep of the park should 
have a trans-Canada ‘highway which 
would give easy access to such a won- 
cerful attiaction. “Why have a nation- 
al park, if ther’ is no nat.onal hizh- 
way to bring people to it?” he asked
